WATER SUPPLY. 


‘The Government and 
Wastage by Chinese. 


With regard to the statement 
madebty the Hon. Mr. Lau Chu 
Pak 0% 8 meeting of Chinese 
yesterday. that information had 
been obtained from Government 
quarters which indiested that the 
rider main and meter system of 
water supply would ba abolished 
and that the revenue {6200,000) 
expected by ‘the Government 
from the schome would be made 
good by a light increase in the 
rates and taxes, we interviewed 
the Hon. Mr. A. G. M. Fletchor, 
the Colonial Secretary, this 
morning, on the subjact. 


Mr. Fleteber gaid:—“At the 
present time, houses in tho ridor 
main district bsve no meters, with 
the result that there is a full 
supply of water and they give 
houses as moch water as thay 
want, paying nothing forit beyond 
the.33 per cent. under Rates and 
Taxes. Allmetet houses who use 
in excess of their assessment havea 
to pay excess assessment. We 
have found that in the rider main 
district there is a very large ex- 
cess which cannot ba checked. 
The present proposal is to make 
some increases in tho rider maia 
district to cover the charge for 
that excess consumption. The 
question of meters is standing 
over, and the Government will be 
pleased to hear what the Chinese 
community have to say. There 
ace numerous difficulties which 
have to be faced and solved. Woe 
kuow what the excess consump~ 
tion is., In the old days, before 
the Tytam ‘Tok Reservoir was 
opened, thess people were under

FARLIER TELEGRAMS. 
CORK PANIC-STRICKEN. 
2 Londo, Dee. 12, * 
Following the ambash last night in which four cadets were 
kiNed and eleven wounded bombs were thrown at a motor lorry near 
the barracks at Cork. In the great fire at Cork City last night a great 
partion of the central part of the City was burned ont, inclnding tho 
Municipal Buildings, City Hall, Carnegie Free Library, 3 number of 
ahops, a cinema theatre and a number of private houses. There were: 
bamb explosions and some firing and the population were panic- 
utricken, .

After a dreadful night, Cork City yesterday presented a 
mpectacle comparable only to a town in Planders after a German 
bombardment. The fires blazed all day in basements of great.storea 
despite the efforts of the Fire Brigade, although reinforeed from 
Dublin, The stillness of the fire area was only broken by the 
rumbling of motor lorries and the crashings of walla. When evening 
fell the city waa strongly patrolled by treaps with orders to sum- 
Tarily shoot looters. Gatherings of. furniture removers were 
basy throughout the day removing furniture from threatened areas, 
while hundreds are leaving for surrounding towna. The latest 
estimate is that altogether 140 housi. were destroyed and the damage 
is believed to amount to £7,000,000. Two thousand shop workers were 
thrown out of work. The Catholic Bishop solemnly. announced in 
the Cathedral he would ex-communicate everybody conneeted with 
ambushing Crown forces, 

. Later. 

800 buildings were destroyed in Cork. . 

In the House of Commons, replying to Mr. T. P. O'Connor with 
regard to the Cork fire, Sir Hamar Greenwood stated that the police and 
military gave all possible assistance. A certain amount of looting 
oceurred“in the early morning. The police made a baton charge on 
a crowd of 100 looters and arrested several. It is unknown by whom 
the fires were started (Labourand Independent Liberal ironical cheers). 
Sir Hamar Greenwood protested mozt strongly against the suggestion 
that forces of the Crown started the fires (cheers}, There was no 
evidence to that effect. Obviously sich fires were only possible as an 
argument to he used against the Government's policy in Ireland. 

Replying to. Commander Kenworthy Sir| Hamar Greenwood 
declared there was not an atom of evidence that three civilians were 
dragged from the houses and shot after the ambush. that the hases 
of the Fire Brigades were cut and the Fire Brigades fired on. Every 
available policeman and soldier in Cork turned out immediately and 
Without their assistance the Fire Brigades could not bave got through 
tha crowds. There was evidence that the fires were starced with 
incendiary bombs which the forces of the Crown in Ireland did not 
possess but which Sinn Fieners possessed. . 

Replying to the Hon. Walter Guinness. Sir Hamar Greenwood 
stated that certain houses were destroyed by fire into which the police 
alleged bombs were thrown and which they were aathorised to destroy 
in the circumstances, He submitted the fires had nothing to do with

Its Growth In Scotland. 


In an interview with a Press 
representative the Rev. James 
Barr, B.D., Glasgow. gave Some 
account of his “No-Licence™ 
campaign throughout Scotland. 
He had traversed the kingdom 
from Kirkcudbright to the Shet- 
land Islands, and he was gratified 
at the growth of the Temperance 
sentiment” Some places, -it-was 
true, showed apathy. and. from & 
number, not a preat deal was to 
be expected on this first occasion. 
That remark applied mainly to 
ruratdistricts, and a part explanoa- 
tion was that such localities bad 
not had the same object lessons 
of the evil of drink as in dustrial 
centres. Of the 345 burghs and 
wards of burghs in Seatland how- 
ever only about 24 would be uncon- 
tested. A great many of the pro- 
vincial towns, he thought. would 
do splendidly, and lie was 
especially impressed by the pro 
spects in the fishing towns along 
the Moray Firth. 

WOMEN AND LABOUR. 

The Act itself had been the 
means of stimulating interes: in 
the Temperance question, and 
especially the requiremen: ofa 
requisition. Other reasons of the 
awakened interest included the 
-enfranchisement of women. The 
prominent part which women 
might play was atrikingly re- 
flected in plebiscites taken during 
the war. In Clydebank, for in- 
stance, while the voting of men 
for war-time prohibition was in 
the proportion of 24% to L, 
the proportion of women 
was 9 to 1. In Barrhead 
the Ggures was. men 6 to 1, 
women 20to!. At Alva the pro- 
portion was 353 men to 976 
women. great iupetas had 
been imparted by thadeclarations 
of organised Labour. Th An- 

' qual Scottish Divisional Congress 
of the Independent Labour Party 
Paislay on 4th January supporte ] 
Probibition as against National- 
isation, and called on the workers 
to vote“ No-Licence.” On 8th 
February the (iaszow Trades 
and Labour Council also sap 
ported Prohibition: acd on 29th 
April the Scottica Traces Con- 
gress strongly urged all Trate 
‘Unionists to vote for“ No- 
‘Licence. The inflnence of the 
churches had also counted for 2 
good desl. All the churches had 
carried “No-Licenco"” with the 
exception of the Episcopalian 
“which waa in favour rather of an 
improved public-houss, and the 
Reman Catholic Church whicb

BEN TILLETT'S FORMER VIEWS.

A DISTASTEFUL PROVISION. 
Mr. Barr explained that he did 
not like the provision inthe Act 
which authorised a licensing court 
under special circumstances in a 
“No-Licence” atea to grant one 
or more certificates for an imn and 
hotel or restaurant for the sale of 
liquor for comsumplion with 
meals. Nor did he like the ex- 
emptios of clubs. He had always 
held that that provision savoured 
of class legislation, but the Tem- 
perance party were not respon- 
sibte for the existence of that pro- 
vision. The Temperance or- 
ganisations bad maintained that 
clubs should be on the same foot- 
ing as ordinary licenses. A 
motion to that efiect was carried 
in the Scottish Grand Corp mittee 
and subsequently lostinthe House

‘we consider our inatter sointerest- 
‘ing that we imagine the rest will 
be overlooked, but it is well to re- 
member that letters of that type 
are seldom treasured, and it is ten 


ven properly read. 


We admit that letter-writing is 
largely o lost art, but the fact re 
lmaing that it still plays a. very 
‘important part in life, and ought 
‘therefore to be cultivated toa far 
‘greater extent than it is. 


When we consider how import- 
ant letter-writing is in almost 
every sphere of life, it is the more 
jamazing that so seldom is it done 
well. Wespeak of the person's 
“addrese,”.-referring. to general 
deportment in life, and a letter 
should convey some idea of this 
whén an interview bas to be con- 
ducted on paper. The hand- 
writing of literary people is 
notoriously bad, though beaven 
only knows why it should be, and 
I suppose there are even yet those 
whoconsider it ratherdistinguish- 
ed to scrawl. Poor handwritting 
is sometimes an infirmity of the 
flesh, and may be overlooked, but 
the way in which some educated 
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. people put their letters together 


is altogether unpardonable. 
Itisa natural gift with some 
people to say the nics thing nice- 
ly, but probably. we could all 
acquire it’ with w little practice. 
Some things which have ta be 
.[ssid in a letter require very care- 
fal wording, and in such cases it 
is always advisable ‘to make a 
rough draft. There is an old pro- 
verb which compares “news from 
8 far country” to “cold water to 
s thirsty soul,” and the right sort 
of letter is really refreshing ‘to
